MEMORANDUM TO FIELD COORDINATING COMMITTEES 
(Through BAE, FS, and SCS) 


Subject: Preliminary Examination and Survey Progress Reports 


1. In lieu of progress reports requested by circular letter 
of December 1, 1937, reports will be furnished at tho close of cach 
month, These reports will follow the revised form attached and will 
be submitted in quadruplicate by the chairman of each field flood 
control coordinating committee to the Chairman of the Washington 
Committee through appropriate bureau channels. 


&e It will be understood that only an approximation can be 
expected of the exact progress of the preliminary examination or survey 
work, and particularly the latter, in relation to the completed report. 
Nevertheless, the report should be sufficiently definite to enable 
this office to meet requests for current progress from various bureaus, 
the Secretary's Office, other departments, or members of Congress. 


3 Column 1 - The Report Unit may be the whole watershed if the 
whole watershed is to be included in one preliminary oxamination or 
one survey report, as a basis for survey or plans for operations. It 
may, however, be a single flood-source tributary, or several tributarics, 
if but a part of the watershed is to be reported upon separately and 
independently because of high priority, and as a basis for survey or 
for plans for operations. When a flood source tributary (or several 
tributaries) is the report unit the name of the whole watershed should 
be given additionally but merely to identify the project which Congress 
has authorized. No other information in respect to the watershed as 
a whole is necessary. 


Column 4 - The date of beginning in the case of preliminary 
examinations need be only the month within which the work whether field 
or office was initiated. In the case of surveys the date of beginning 
is arbitrarily fixed as the date the senior representative of an agency 
reports for field duty on a particular survey project. 


Column 5 - Hach agency must of necessity gauge its own 
progress in respect to the completion of the final report. Again it is 
recognized that this percentage can be but approximate. 


Column 6 - This is the month when the roport covering an 
independent unit as a basis of a rocommendation for survey or plans for 
operations is expectcd to be submitted to Washington. The chairman of 
each ficld committee must determine this date from the information made 
available to him.

4. The first report is requested for the month ending 
August 51, 1938. 


5. In addition, the chairmen of the field coordinating con- 
mittees are requested to accompany their report with a brief covering 
letter also in quadruplicate, This letter may serve to expand the 
form information if. desired, or to bring to tho attention of the 
Washington Comnittec as a wholc, points of information, policy or 
problons which relate to or affect the work of a field comnittee as 
a whole rather than any one field agency. 


6. Only an initial supply of forms has been sent you; each 
field committee chairman will provide the forms thereafter.
